One Amertcan Killed. 

Pekin, March 24,—The American 
lewation here received a telegram to- 
day<from E. Carlton Baker, consul at 
Chung King, saving that the Ameri- 
cans attacked at Wu Shan are teach- 
ers.

Columbus, Ga. March 24.—(Special.) 
“For a cleaner Columbus” might be 
termed the slogan of & mass m eting 
called for tomorrow afternoon at the 
board of trade hall.

The meeting tomorrow afternoon will 
be addressed by A. V. Wood, president 
of the board of health of Brunswick, 
who has made a close study of sanitary 
conditions and how to promote them. 
Incidentally Mr. Wood will give some 
expert advice on how to most effective- 
ly swat the mosquito.

LAWRENCE STRIKE 
IS DECLARED OFF 


Strike Brought in ‘Its Train 
Increased i’ay for 275,- 
000 Operatives.

Boston, Mass., March 24,—The great 
Lawrence strike, which brought in 
it strain increased wages for 275,900 
textile workers in New BPngland, was 
Officially declared off at all the mills 
in Lawrence today, having accom- 
plished its purpose in the opinion of 
the leaders. 

In this connection it is geenrally 
believed too that advances in wages 
or reduction in hours to papermill em- 
ployees, bagging and burlap workers, 
machinists and operatives in other in- 
dustries are all traceable directly or 


| indirectly to the movement which had 


Lawrence. The _ total 
number of persons thus to benefit is 
considerably upward of 800,000. 

Advances in the price of woolen and 
cotton goods which have been made 
or. which are in prospect, will prob- 
ably place upon the ultimate con- 
sumer much of the burden of the ad- 
ditional cost to the textile manufac- 
turers. This will aggregate between 
$10,000,000 and $12,000,000 during the 
next year, it is estimated. Mill agents 
in announcing the advance in prices 
have frankly said that the upward 
trend is the result of wage increases, 

The rise in the price of cotton goods, 
announced up to today is compara- 
tively small, a fraction of a cent a 
yard in most cases, but selling agents 
predict that the net advance to the 
retailer may ultimately reach two 
cents a yard. Some rncreased prices 
also have been quoted on woolen 
goods, and dealers freely predict high- 
er prices for next season. 

New Bedford, where the manufac- 
turers of the finer grades of cotton 
goods have refused to accede to the 
demands of their employees for an ad- 
ditional 5 per cent, has displaced Law- 
rence as the center of interest in the 
textile situation. Unless thé mill 
owners give the increase demanded, 
within a few days, it is feared a strike 
of from 25,000 to 30,000 operatives will 
follow. While an increase of 5 per 
cent has been offered, the New Red- 
ford operatives are insistent that they 
receive 10 per cent. Secretary Devoll, 
of the manufacturers’ association, has 
promised them that the mill owners 
will decide early in the week whether 
this will be granted. The sugges- 
tion has been made that an immediate 
increase of 7% per cent be given with 
a promise of an additional 2% per 
cent, on a@ given date. This may be 
the basis of a compromise.

John P. White, preisdent of the 
union, and the district presidents to- 
day considered a proposal that the 
bituminous miners drop all their de- 
mands except that for an increase in 
pay and that they ask for 5 per cent 
instead of ten. The compromise was 
not definitely agreed upon, but it was 
considered ag a possibility in view of 
the emphatic stand taken by the oper- 
ators that they were not inclined to 
yield. It was proposed that the single 
Suggestion for a 5 per cent increase 
be considered by both sides before it 
was taken into conference. Even if 
thi splan was agreed upon, it was de- 
clared, it still would havé to be adopt- 
ed by the policy committee, and then 
Supported by a referendum vote. 

The union officials are in doubt 
whether such a compromise would be 
approved at the referendum vote, 
Since the full convention at Indlan- 
apolis several months ago expressly 
stood, not only for a ten per cent in- 
crease, but for many changes in con- 
dition, such as a redustion of eight 
hours a week in the working time. A 
five per cent increase, they say, would 
give them less than one-fourth of 
what they asked for. 

The union officials say an agreeable 
adjustment of the bituminous dispute 
would have much influence in secur- 
ing for the 175,000 anthracite miners 
a settiement of thetr differences. 

The anthracite situation now stands, 
members of the policy committee as- 
sert, they have only one thing to re- 
port to the union, that the operators 
and miners have falled to agree, and 
there is no scale upon which oper- 
ations may be continued after the 
end of this month.

He had an extensive 
correspondence with Spanish officials 
relative to: his claim, and among the 
communications were several from 
King Alfonso XIII. During the Spanish- 
American war Mr. de Montmollin re- 
ceived an offer of a big sum of money 
from Weyler, famous as “the butcher,” 
to head a filibustering expedition from 
Cuba; but he refused to consider the 
offer. He did so because he thought 
Weyler wished to get him in his power 
and put him out of the way because of 
his claim on the throne.
